@ressed the Chair. He knew it was & con-
troverted guestion whether that ecould be
done. He bad seen some of the most dis-
tinguished men whoever sat in the Senate
in the lset twenty-five yeura sit in their
peats and decline to anawer to their names
when they thought some unfair navantage
was abont to be taken of the minority. He
and bhis political party were in the minori»
ty. and it was likely he wonld be 1n the
minority on & good many questionsin the
pext fouf years if his life were spared,
and he did not intend tosubmit, if he enuld
belp it, to any change of the rules that in
any degree limited the power of the mi-
pority for obstruction. The Dbest
writers asserted, said he, that the
right of olistruotion was as sacred to the
minority ss the right of progression was to
she majority. He d:d not believe there
could ever be a fair election and the f{ree-
dom of debate preserved unless there was
recognized in thes minority the right to
obstruet, to hinder, to delay, and to scoure
discussion, consideration, del:dberation and
attention to guestions. Mr., Teller insisted
that neitther Ly direction nor indirection,
po far as he conld prevent it, should power
be vested in anybody to count a guoram,
an'vas the Senator bimself saw fit to an-
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pounco hia presence; except in the method
that bad prevailed in the Senate for more
than a hundred years,

Toe Vice President informed the Sena-
tor irom Colorada that he had not been
counled.

Mr. George then yielded the floor to Mr.
Gray, who spoke in sdvocacy of the repeal
bill. When be had conecluded Mr, Voor-
hees said the Senate bad done a fair day's
work and he moved an execulive session,
althouegh to-morrow he wounld ask the
Senate to continue in session later in the
evening. After » sbhort executive session
the Senate adjourned.

The silver men in the Senate are fesling
decidedly more encouraged s the prospect
that the federal elestion bill may resch
that body Inereases. Said one of their
leaders to day: “We can bold off for three
weeks certainly, if there is a prospect of
getuing the election bill bere in that time,
and 1 am assared to-day that we w1ll get it

Bill Introduced to Hestars DMs nissd Rall-
way Mail Clerks to the Servioe.

WasHiNGTON, Sept. 2.—lopresentative
Bynum introdaoced a bill to-day which has
a locgl application at Indianapolis, It
provides that all railway mail olerks who
ware dismissed from the service through
no delingueney or fanlt of their own, be-
tween Mareh 15, 15880, and May 1 of that
year, or who were dismissed after May 1,
1888, upon any prior order, shall be rein-
stated uypon certilication of the Civil-
servine Commiasion, as vacancies oceur. It
will be recallea that just before President
Cleveland abdieated on March 4, 1859, he
issued an order extending the civil-service
law over the railway mail serviee, to take
efteet March 15 of that year. When Presi-
dent Iiarr:.—-_un came in re extended the
pertod within which the Iaw should afiect
that service to May 1 following. A nom-
ber ot railway mail clerks were daropped

between the interim of March 15and May
1. and these Mr. Byoum wounld restores to

the service as vacancies occur, and with-
ont examination or probation. He sgys
that many clerks were dismiesed after May
15, 1880, bus their dismissals dated back
prior to that time.

BLOW AT THE SINKING FUND.

Mr, Sayer Thinks It Is Time to Stop Liquil-
dating the Pablic Debt,

WasHiNGTON, Sept. 20,—In regard to the
biil for the repeal of the laws for the crea-
tion and mamntenance of a sinking fund,
Mr. Sayer, of Texas, who introduced the
repeal measure, says: “The sinking fund
ia used for the purpose of ligunidating the
publie debt, and the amoont estimated to

be apphed to the sinking fund for the pres-
ent {isoal vear s §45,0600,000. ‘The total debt
of the Unmited States, less cash 1n the treas-
ury, on Auyg 3i, 15, waa §£27566.431.571.43.
On June 20, 1862, it was 8341,5.6,463. 60, mak.
ing a redaction of the dett, less cashin the
treasury, on that date of 81,414, 905,107,835, or
§400,510,651.10 more than the requirements
of the sinking fund called for. In view of
the present condition of the treasary and
the certainty of a rednction of datiea on
imports, and also of the fact that we have
plready apvhed more than 200,000,000 in
excess of the reqmirements of the sinking
fund nuder these laws, 1 believe it would
be wise to repoal these laws.”” Mr., Sayer
also believes the entire payment of the pab-
lic debt resplting from the late civil war is
beuring too heavily npon the agrioultural
and laboring classes of the country.

The Parliament of Religions Didn’t Ap-
Jrove His Utterances.
_—————

CHICAGO, Sept‘. 20.—For the first time a
speaker in the psrliament of religion was
interrupted to-day by those in the apdience
who took exception to what he was®saying.
Mohammed WebD, the English convert to
Islam, raised a storm by attempting to de-
fend polygamy. The audience eried “No,
no,” until he drovped the subjectin de-
spair. In the yells of protest many female
voices could be plainly beard above the
din. '

Mr. Webb had stated that polygamy is
not necessary to the Islamaic faith, and
added: "It would be a great curse in this
conntry, while 1t might be benelicial in
some other places.” The statement, ap-
parently, was an unfortunatse one, for an
emphatic chorus of **No! No!"” arose frem
the gallery, and was taken up 1n other
parts of the hall. The speaker seemed sur-
prised at the anti-polygamy enthusiasm he
had cailed forth, but he evidently was not
prepared to retract, for os soon as quiet
wasrestored, he continned: *lt is a matter

of conditions merely. I wasof your opinion
once, but now | know it can be beneticial.”
Agnin he was greeted with marked expres-
sions of disaspproval, the energy of which
was unpleasantly sugueestive. Hat Mr
Webh was game, He stood his ground. and,
with an excited geature, declared: ““No one
18 qualitied to judge who does not under-
stand 1ts theory and practice. Yoanin this
country are mnot qualiied to jndge
of conditions existing in another, i any
that # man can be & good and pure man
and practice polyeamy if itis done in the
proper spirit,

There was another yel! of disapproval,
and **No, no, no,”” came from all over the
anditorium, Butstill the speaker did not
desist, *'it must not be in a spirit of
sensaousness,” he wenton, ““bat if yoa un-*
derstand the suabjeet as I do you wounld
know that a polygamist can be a Chris-
tian.” Then the storm broke forth with
renewed fary. The shrill voices of women
mingled with the stern bass of men in »
how!l of “"noes,”” and the hisses sud cries
were continned until the speaker, consnlt-
ing discretion, dropped the subject and
proceeded to discuss Mohammedanism with
no further references to polyg#€uy.

Other speakers were Rev. Erpet Faber
of China, Rev. .James Brand, Count A.
Bernatorff, Prof. Waldo S, Pratt and Rev,
B. J. Milla.
